tlie  city's  school 
a  manlier  that 
is  not  authorized  by  law.  As  we  have  it 
trom  those  who  ought  to  know,  the  act  to 
create  a  school  fund  by  a  lottery,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  schools  of  Frankfort,  requires 
the  City  Council  to  invest  the  principal  of 
said  fund  in  good,  first-class  securities,  and 
that  the  interest  arising  therefrom  is  to  be 
used  for  carrying  on  said  schools,  and  for  no 
other  purpose.  According  to  our  information, 
neither  of  these  provisions  are  being  carried 
out  by  our  City  Council ;  but,  on  the  con 
Irary,  both  principal  and  interest  are  being 
IMfd  in  building  water-works,  paying  sala 
of  city  officers,  and  other  ordinary  city  ex- 
penses. If  this  be  so.  tli en  certainly  it  is 
the  duty  of  some  person  or  persons  to  lake 
prompt,  immediate  steps  to  right,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  wrong  that  has  already  been 
done  to  our  educational  interests,  and 
htop  any  further  doing.-  of  a  similar  char 
acter.  It  ia,  as  we  understand  it,  a  general 
principle  of  law  that  ao  municipal  cot|k 
ration  can  borrow  money,  or  make  a  bimlinj 
contract  for  that  purpose,  without  a  special 
power  being  granted  in  its  charter.  This 
being  the  case,  the  city  school  fund  might, 
every  dollar  of  it,  be  used  by  the  Council, 
as  borrowed  money,  lor  ordinary  city  ex 
penses,  and  no  action  could  be  maintained 
against  the  cily  to  recover  it  back  for  the 
reparate  use  and  benefit  of  said  fund 
How  important,  then,  is  it  that  every  cent 
of  that  sacred  fund  should  be  kept  it) violate, 
as  the  law  requires,  for  the  sole  and  only 
use  of  educating  the  youth  of  our  commu- 
nity. It  must  be  the  special  duty  of  come 
official  or  orticiaU  to  attend  to  thir,  matter, 
and,  if  so,  they  should  investigate  it  with- 
out delay,  and  act  promptly  in  the  discharge 
of  that  duty.  This,  the  more  particularly, 
as  we  understand  that  there  is  no  money  in 
the  treasury  to  pay  the  current  expenses  ot 
our  schools  now  in  tses.sion.  It  is  the  July 
Of  every  parent  and  tax  payer  in  the  city  lo 
inquire  into  this  matter.  If  we  are  to  keep 
up  extravagant  city  machinery,  let  us  n  >t 
do  it  at  the  expense  of  the  education  of  our 
children.

While  we  are  grate- 
ful for  this  Ioiij:- lelayed  favor,  a  suggestion 
ns  to  how  it  should  be  done  might  not  be 
amiss.  The  bridge  is  entirely  too  narrow
